Because the invention according to Claims 1 to 4 is described in the paragraphs [0011] to [0014], table 1, and Fig. 1 
of the reference 1 that were cited in the International Search Report, the invention has neither novelty nor inventive step. 

The invention according to Claim 5 has no inventive step on the grounds of the reference 1, and the references 5 and 
6 cited in the International Search Report. 

Performing central control by providing a command center for controlling distributed power sources on the power 
supply side is a well-known fact, as described in the references 5 and 6. Performing central control by providing a 
command center on the power supply side as in the reference 1, could be easily done as appropriate by those skilled in the 
art. 

The invention according to Claims 6 to 10, and Claim 12 has no inventive step on the grounds of the reference 1, and 
the references 2, 3, 5, and 6 cited in the International Search Report. 

Performing control such that power consumption and power generation amount get near to each other by the 
disconnection of loads and the control of the power consumption and power generation amount as shown in the references 
2 and 3, and using control such as to achieve the linkage with the system, for the power supply control with respect to 
power sources that comprise a power system and a distributed power source and that supply power to a plurality of loads, 
as shown in the reference 1, are easy for those skilled in the art. 

The invention according to Claims 11 has no inventive step on the grounds of the references 1, 2, 3, 5 and 6, and the 
reference 4 ([0003] and [0004], and Fig. 10) that was cited in the International Search Report. 

Using the control described in the reference 4 in which, after parallel power supply by two power sources, power is 
supplied by one power source, for the control with respect to the power source comprising the power system and the 
distributed power source as shown in the reference 1, are easy for those skilled in the art. 
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
